Plane crash site 
yields few clues

TWIN FALLS - The summer boating 
season is revving up and state offidaLs are 
reminding people that a newly enacted 
boating law takes effea July 1 . 

The 1995 Idaho Legislature passed a law 
limiting all vessels to 5 raph. with a wake 
of less than 4 inches, within 100 feet of a 
dock, swimmer or any other person in the 
water - including anglers. 

Other aspects of the new law focus 
squarely on Jet Skis and other brands of 
personal watercraft, which are classified 
as powerboats. Small and maneuverable, 
they are the aquatic equivalent of snow- 
mobiles and skilled riders often perform 
daring antics. 

Trouble is, personal watercraft have 
been earning a bad reputation because 
they-are involved in a disproportionate 
Ttumbcrof Idaho’s boating accidents." Ex 
cesrive speed - coupled with reckless, in- 
experienced or drunken operators - was 
i den rifled as a top concern of Idaho boat 

owners in a.1995 survey. 

To counter some of that, the new law al- 
lows dty and county governments to estab- 
lish operating zones for personal water- 
craft on waters within their jurisdiction. 
The zones are limited ta ' 

• No personal watercraft. 

• Personal watercraft only. 

• Personal watercraft less than five 

mph. | 

• Locally established minimum dis- 
tances from shoreline. 

That last designation could prove useful , 
because “they drive (homeowners) nuts by 
rooming back and forth, back and forth, in 
front of their homes," said Rep. Golden 
Linford, R-Rexburg. who carried the 1995 
legislation. 

“At rimes, it’s like a racetrack with mo- 
torbikes running around. It’s just inces- 
sant." Unford said in a telephone inter- 
view.

The new law allows local governments 
to establish special zones for personal wa-

Even so, the potential restrictions are 
definitely not fair," said Don Williams, 
owner of Kawasaki. Suzuld-Polaris of Twin 
Falls.

Intervention 
makes child 
reunion real

NEW YORK — Karolina Bladck has 
spent most of her short life swaddled in 
red tape. 

U ntil Saturda y. when it unraveled in her 

mother's kiss 

The 2 1/2-year-old Polish girl, accompa- 
nied by her grandfather, trotted off the 
plane from Warsaw at John F. Kennedy In- 
ternational Airport and tumbled into' her 
mother’s arms for the first time in two 
years 

Clutching a giant stuffed lion, Regina 
Bladek whispered her daughter’s pet name 
— “Karolinka. Karolinka" — terrified that 
the toddler wouldn’t recognize her. 

Karolina’s response sounded magical to 
her mom. 

“Mama Regina," she cried in Polish, - 
squeezing her mother’s face. “1 remember 
you from the pictures" 

This was no typical immigrant family re- 
union. 

A U.S. senator bad to intervene on: 
Karolina’s behalf. And a relatively rare im- 
migration procedure called “humanitarian 
parole" had to be approved before she 
could enter the country. 

For two years Karolina was stuck in 
Poland, shuttled from one relative to anoth- 
er. while in Enfield. Conn., her parents 
waited in their dimly lit, basement apart- 
ment at a loss to understand why their 
daughter was prevented from following 
-them to America 

“How can you keep a baby from her 
mother?" sobbed Mrs. Bladek, who last 
saw- her daughter on April 9, 1994, when 
Karolina was 8 months old. “How could I 
have stayed away?" 

Karolina’s convoluted journey began in 
1993. when Greg Bladek, 24, and his 22- 
year-old wife won green cards in an immi- 
grant lottery.

The green cards would allow the 
Polish couple to emigrate to the 
United States where they could live, 
work and raise their baby. 

“America was our future," Bladek 
said. 

In recession-racked southeastern 
-Poland.-he-worked-in construction 
and Mrs. Bladek was a hairdresser, 
and they lived with his parents be- 
cause they couldn't afford a place of 
their own. 

Lottery visas come with strict re- 
quirements and deadlines — health 
checks, administrative forms, proof 
of financial support. The Bladeks met 
them uU, right down to the tiny pass- 
port photo of their -Lmomhold baby. 

Then Karolina got pneumonia. 
Worried about the effect of the jour- 
ney on her health, but under a dead- 
line to enter the United States by 
April 1994, the Bladeks left their 


- daughter behind with relatives. They 
assumed she could join them when 
she had recovered. Meantime, they 
would live in Connecticut where 
Bladek had cousins and the promise 
of a job. 

But when the rime came for Karoli- 
na to join them, her parents were 
told that the baby’s papers had ex- 
pired and their only recourse was to 
file a “petition for alien relative" — a 
process that takes about three years. 

The couple said they were afraid 

— mistakenly — that if they re- 
turned to Poland to see her they 
would not be permitted back into 
the United States. 

“There was no doubt that the 
baby was entitled to be here,” 
said Mark Stephanou, an aide to 
Sen. Christopher Dodd, D-Conn. 
“But once they let her visa expire, 
they were in trouble. They had to 
show exceptional circumstances 


and that is very difficult to do." - 

Stephanou got involved in Karoli- 
na’s plight after a friend of the fami- 
ly turned to his office for help. He 
put together a packet of papers 
doctors’ letters, documents, refer- 
ences from the couple’s employers 
— along with a personal plea from 
the senator. 

“I think it would be tragic to keep 
this young couple separated from 
their only child because Karolina’s 
health and her parents misunder- 
standing about our immigration laws 
prevented her from securing a visa," 
Dodd wrote. “I urge you to grant this 
request for parole." 

Humanitarian parole is approved 
for emergency cases in which foreign- 
ers are permitted into the country on 
relatively short notice. About 2,000 to 
3,000 people a year get it, mainly for 
medical reasons such as an organ do- 
nation or bone marrow transplant 


In Rome, Joseph D. Cuddihy, the 
Immigration and Naturalization Ser- 
vice's district director for Europe — 
and the man who decided Karolina's 
fate — called her case “extremely 
rare.” 

“This was an extraordinary se- 
quence of events," said Cuddihy, 
who, two months after receiving the 
package from the senator, approved 
Karolina’s parole on March 1. 

Even then, Karolina couldn't sim- 
ply hop on a plane to America. 

There were forms to fill out, docu- 
ments to be stamped and a string of 
official procedures to follow. 

Finally Saturday, the little Polish 
parolee skipped through the airport 
gate and into her new life. 

“Now life can begin here for me,” 
Mrs. Bladek said, exclaiming at ev- 
erything about Karolina, from her 
tousled brown curls to her constant 
chatter.

Network evening news loses grip as institution 


WASHINGTON- — Tharold-sup- 
pertime institution, the network 
evening news, is swiftly losing its 
popularity, a national poll says. The 
percentage of people who say they 
regularly watch the networks’ news 
programs has fallen by nearly a third 
in three years. 

The survey says television has 
become a less important source for 
news in general; Viewing of TV' mag- 
azine shows is down from 43 percent 
in 1994 'to 36 percent notv. Local TV 
news is still popular, but the share of 
viewers has fallen, from 72 percent 
last year to 65 percent. 

“Television news is in trouble with 
the American public," concludes the 
survey by the Pew Center for The 
_ P eople a n d The Pres s. “F ewer 
Americans are watching it these 
days." ~ 

The share of those who said they 
had watched TV news of any son — 
network, local or magazine show — 
“yesterday” slipped considerably. It 


. percent in thonew-survey; 
last June it was 64 percent; as recent- 
-lj“arl994 irhad been 74 percenr.- — 

And when the question was 
whether the poll respondent 
watched the network evening news 
shows “regularly," only 42 percent 
said they did. Three years ago, 60 
percent said they did. 

By contrast, newspaper reader- 
ship, which had been in decline in 
recent years, seems to have stabi- 
lized. Fifty percent of those asked if 
they had read a newspaper yester- 
day said yes; that was about the 
same as die 52 percent who said yes 
in June 1995 and a bit higher than 
the 45 percent who said ves in March 
1995. 

Broadcast industry leaders said 
the survey confirmed a trend 
obsen-ed for years, especially the 
dropoff in audience for the network 
evening news programs. 

“The other options across the dial 
have increased explosively," said 
David Bartlett, president of the 
Radio Television News Directors

But Bartlett said the Pew Center’s 
findings of a shrinking overall TV 
news audience “run counter to every 
other survey that we've seen recent- 
ly." 

Richard Wald, senior vice presi- 
dent of ABC News, said the dip in 
news viewing was part of a decline in 
television viewing in general. 

“That’s why we're doing a web 
site, why we’re getting into cable 
news, why we’re going into a 24-hour' 
interactive system." he said. 

Pew Center Director Andrew 
Kohitt said the decline in television 
news riewership arises chiefly from 
a turnoff by young viewers. 

“Newspapers have been experi- 
encing this falioff for some time.” 
he said. “Now it’s television’s 
turn." 

He cited possible explanations: 
competition for time from comput- 


-ers^ the- Cold -WarV demise, which . 
made the world seem less threaten- 
“ingra'distrusr of politics'arislng' 
from Vietnam and the Watergate 
scandal, events that occurred dur- 
ing the formative years of today’s 
younger adults. 

Jack Loftus, a spokesman for 
Nielsen Media Research, noted 
that, with almost all of the 
country now within reach of 
cable television, “the. networks’ 
numbers have no place to go 
but down." 

Cable offers 36 networks and 
when a big story breaks, such as 
the Oklahoma City bombing, 
many of the TV magazine shows 
switch to a breaking news format. 
Nielsen rating figures tracked 
with the survey’s chief finding. 

In the 1975-76. winter, season. 
48 percent of the nation’s TV sets 
were tuned to the big three com- 
mercial networks' evening news- 
casts. 


Gasoline prices rise 

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Prices 
arthe. nation's gas pumps n>se_an_ 
-average of 1.62 cents-a gallon in 
-two weeks, while the rate_qf 
''recent' price increases appeared 
to slow down. an. oil industry ana- 
lyst said Sunday. 

The average price, including 
taxes, of gasoline for ail grades 
was 137.96 cents per gallon as of 
Friday, according to the 
Lundberg Survey of 10,000 gtiso- 
line stations nationwide. That 
compares to. the average 136.34 
cents on April 26. 

The rate of increase equals the 
rate in February and is less than 
half the rates reported in March 
and April, said Trilby Lundberg.

Many of the 2,153 men who 
remain missing from the Vietnam 
War were pilots or crew members 
whose aircraft crashed or were 
shot down.

Low cost airlines safety record 
defended by federal regulators 


WASHINGTON (AP> — A day 
after Valujet lost a plane with 
more than 100 people aboard in 
the Florida Kverglades. federal 
officials sought to reassure the pub 
lie that low-cost carriers are safe. 

“Yes, the airline is safe. 1 would 
fly on it. It meets our standards." 
Federal Aviation Administrator 
David R. Hinson said Sunday. _ 

"We will not certify any new 
carrier to fly in our country' 
unless they meet our safety 
standards." said Transportation 
Secretary Federico Pena. 

This was the first fatal crash 
on a startup airline since regu- 
lations were changed in 1978 to 
make it easier to get a new air- 
line Off the ground, noted 
Robert Francis, vice chairman 
of the National Transportation 
Safety Board. 

And Seri. Larry Pressler. R-S.D., 
recalled that just two weeks ago 
the General Accounting Office 
reported that “the newer airlines 
are doing as well as some of the 
older ones in terms of safety." 
Pressler, chairman of the Senate 
Transportation Committee, sprike ' 
on CNN. 

To be certified, an airline has to 
have FAA-approved equipment, 
maintenance programs and pilot 
and flight attendant training pro- 
grams and must pass financial and 
managerial tests. Many of the new 
airlines have hired people who 
worked for now-closed carriers, 
such os Eastern and Pan Am.

Treatment of obese woman’s 
corpse is blasted in Chicago

CHICAGO — Allegations of how 
Chicago police handled the death 
of a 500-pound woman, including 
accusations that they allowed chil- 
dren to gawk at the naked body as 
it lay in her living room for more 
than fire hours, have prompted a 
police investigation. 

Relatives and neighbors 
expressed outrage Saturday. 

Meanwhile, the body of the 
woman, 31-year-old Patricia 
Mullen, remains in ihe Cook 
County morgue. Family members 
said the}’ were having trouble find- 
ing a funeral home that could han- 
dle such a large body. A burial had 
been planned for Saturday, but the 
funeral home called at the last 
minute to say it could not do the 
job. 

Tuesday afternoon, two of 
— Mullen Vthree'girisra-7-year-old- 

and an 11 -rear-old, found her body 
in the bathroom of the family's 
home. The single mother's third 
child, age 8, wasn’t home at the 
time. According to neighbors, 
police officers who responded to 
the scene created a camival-fikc 
atmosphere. 

The officers allegedly made 
crude comments about the sire of 


the body and their inability to 
move it to the 20 or so children 
who stood outside the house look- 
ing in at the body. 

. Neighbors who stood across" the 
street said they also saw officers 
eating food from the victim’s home 
and offering it to passersby, play- 
ing with a Nintendo in the home 
and listening to music as they wait- 
ed for the body to be removed. The 
door of the house was propped 
open all afternoon and the curtains 
were not drawn, according to 
neighbors. 

When the body was moved, wit- 
nesses said, the eight police offi- 
cers on the scene dragged it by the 
ankles up the steps from the base- 
ment apartment and across the 
lawn, exposing the naked body in 
the process. 

“They did not give her any digni- 
ty at all," said Evelyn Makris, a 
-family friend: 

One neighbor, who was crying as 
she came to console the family on 
Saturday, said she saw the officers 
drop the body about halfway to the 
truck, laughing and making jokes 
about her the whole time. 

The Police Department’s inter- 
nal Office of Professional 
Standards is investigating a formal 
complaint filed by family mem- 


bers, said spokesman Patrick 
Camden. He declined further com- 
ment. • 

The National Association to 
Advance F'at-_lAcceptancii,_a- 
Sacramento, Calif.-based support 
group with several hundred mem- 
bers in its Chicago chapter, called 
a special meeting on Saturday to 
respond to the allegations. 
Rebecca Jedlicka, the chapter's 
vice president, said the group has 
notified the mayor’s and gover- 
nor’s offices, the American Civil 
Liberties Union and several other 
human rights groups. 

"Large people are treated as 
somehow subhuman. They are 
treated as trash,” Jedlicka said. 
“We won’t let this sort of thing 
pass." 

Family members said they 
were not at the home during the 
alleged improprieties. After the

they called a friend, who said she 
notified the police and then came 
to the home to pick up the chil-" 
dren. They assumed the police 
had come to the home and 
removed the body. 

A spokesperson with the Cook 
County medical examiner’s office 
said Mullen died from heart fail- 
ure resulting from obesity.

Judge weighs closed-circuit trial coverage 


Counseling program seeks to curb 
suicide rates among the eldery 


DENVER (AP) — The judge in 
the Oklahoma City bombing case 
isn’t likely to allow dosed -circuit TV’ 
coverage of the trial just because 
Congress said so. 

U.S;- District-Judge 'Richard 
Matsch will research a new televi- 
sion co verage law, enaaed just last 
month, and hear arguments from 
attorneys before deciding whether 
to allow cameras at the trial pi 
Timothy McVeigh and Terry 
Nichols. 

Matsch has a reputation for metic- 
ulous research. 

“He’s nut going to rule premature- 
ly," said William Pirn, a University 
of Colorado law professor. "He 


wants to make sure the trial is run 
effiriently and fairly and Tm sure in 
a controlled way." 

A dause in an anti-terrorism bill 
signed late last month by President 
Clinton requires dosed -circuit televi- 
sion coverage of federal trials moved 
more than 350 miles so victims and 
survivors can follow the proceedings. 

[f Matsch approves the coverage, 
the closed-circuit feed would be trans- 
mitted only to an Oklahoma City 
courtroom or other approved venue. 
A federal magistrate would make 
sure it is viewed only by victims, sur- 
vivors or" their relatives. The matter 
became an issue after Matsch ruled in 
February that an impartial jury could 


not be seated in Oklahoma and 
moved the trial to Denver. 

The 550-mile move created a finan- 
cial and emotional hardship on the 
victims’ relatives, survivors and their 
relatives — an estimated 2200 peo- 
ple. To attend the trial, they would 
have to leave their jobs and homes for 
a lengths-, costly’ stay in Denver. 

Constitutional questions surround 
the law: Can Congress order a feder- 
al judge to take a specific action? 
Does the law properly weigh the 
rights of the victims and the defen- 
dants? The question of applying it to 
defen dams "charged before the law 
was enacted has not been raised 
publicly. 


SCOTTSDALE (AP) — Like 
many elderly people debilitated by 
illness and immobility, 88- year -old 
Henry Adler said he slipped into 
depression over his failing health 
and sense of purpose. 

; “I am not able to do anymore the 
things a husband should do for his 
wife, and that bothers me," said 
the Scottsdale man, who suffers 
from cancer, vision loss and other 
health problems. .. 

Else Adler, frustrated by her hus- 
band's negativity, sought help from 
the Scottsdale Senior Center and 
Tempe Community Action Agency, 
which offer a Senior Peer 
Counseling Program for people 
struggling with aging, depression, 
grief or loss and other life changes. 

They were matched with 71- 
year-old Jay Shapiro, a pan-time 
Scottsdale pharmacist and volun- 
teer counselor who they say has 
made a big difference in their lives 
in just a matter of months. 

“I can see a great change in 
Henry and his feelings," Use said. 
“He was very down in the dumps 
and very tired of everything, and 
fed up," 

■ “They helped me to think more 
positive than I did before," Henry 


agreed. “It takes away the motiva- 
-lion of suicide." 

The Adlers will tell their story to 
the nation on NBC Nightly News at 
5:30 p.m. Friday in a segment on 
senior depression and suidde. NBC 
was in Scottsdale on Monday to 
report on the peer counseling pro- 
gram os part of a segment on sui- 
dde prevention for the elderly dur- 
ing National Suicide Awareness 
Week. - ._ _. 

Older adults not only have a 
higher incidence of suicide 
attempts than other populations 
they also are completing the act at 
an alarming rate, said Deborah 
Kahan, executive director of the 
Tempe Community Aaion Agency. 

Kahan said it’s estimated that 
one in four seniors who attempt 
suidde succeed, compared to one 
in 200 people among the general 
population. She said recent studies 
report that as many as 27 percent 
of the elderly may suffer from 
depression, and widowed white 
males over age 75 seem to be at 
greatest risk. 

“There seems to be a dangerous 
myth out there that depression is . 
just a pan of the aging process," 
Kahan said. “That’s why early 


intervention programs are so criti- 
cal. We can’t wait until a. senior 
attempts suidde before we try to 
intervene.” 

Trained senior volunteers in the 
Peer Counseling Program work 
with other seniors who are suffer- 
ing depressive symptoms that may- 
stem from the loss of physical 
health, death of a spouse or other 
life changes. 

“Loss- of a spouse is the biggest 
event this is the one that seems to 
hit the most critically," said 
Scottsdale program manager 
Elaine Tabor. “We like to get them 
before the depression ever sets in, 
ideally." 

Peer Counseling works "closely 
with other senior programs, such 
as the Scottsdale Lunch Program 
at the senior center and the 
Friendly Visitors Program for shut- 
ins. 

Kahan said peer counseling also 
.helps remove the stigma older peo- 
ple often associate with profession- 
al mental health services. Peer 
counselors develop supportive 
relationships with the clients and 
can refer them to other social ser- 
vices and community programs 
when needed. 


Researchers seek meteorites in coal beds 


SHERIDAN, Wyo. (AP) — 
Ancient meteorites that may be 
lying somewhere in Wyoming’s, 
extensive cool beds may hold clues 
to Earth's history, Penn State 
University researchers say, ■ 

David Gold, a Penn State geolo- 
gy professor, and other university 
researchers are enlisting the help 
of area coal miners ana others to 
help find fossil meteorites. 

. Most meteorite material that is 
found has fallen to earth in the 
last 1,000 years, according to 
Penn State Earth and Mineral 
Sciences Museum curator 
Andrew Sicree 

He said coal beds may hold 
meteorites that fell millions of 
years ago. 

“Some mejebritesTnajrhaveiall-- 


en into cool swamps, and the condi- 
tions are such there that the mete- 
orite survives,”, he. said, adding 
many meteorites “can rust away in 
a couple of hundred years." 

Sicree and other researchers 
have visited several coal mines in 
the region to observe how debris is. 
removed from cool 

They also want to work on ways 
to remove that debris to pick over 
it for small bits of meteorite" mater- 
ial 

He said many mines use power- 
ful electromagnets to remove 
debris from the cooL He also said 
two of the three general types of 
meteorites found on the planet 
contain iron. 

Sicree said researchers hope' 
inlnera working aroimd magneric 


debris will be alert to any 
st range-looking rocks. 

- He also said researchers, would - 
like to contact miners who may 
have picked up and kept items of 
unusual shape or texture that 
could be meteorites. 

Gold said retrieval of any mete- 
orite material from a coal mine 
could reveal dues about the histo- 
ry of the solar system. 

He estimated that 75 grains of 
recoverable magnetic meteorite 
material could be recovered 
from every 1 million short tons 
of coal. 

That meens a mine such as Black 
Thunder, which extracts about 34 ' 
million tons per year, could yield 
more than 2,500 grams of mete- 
orite material, he said.

state errors in suggesting 
schools teach patriotism

The new set of curriculum guide- 
lines from the office of the Idaho Su- 
perintendent of Public Instruction 
contains a proviso that schools teach 
“patriotism.” 

It isn’t the only guideline. It isn’t 
even ih6 main guideline in the pack- 
age. Still, it is troubling. 

In order to V teach’* patriotism, 
teachers must be able to define pa- 
triotic behavior. But who should de- 
fine patriotism? Should it be the 
teachers in each classroom? Or 
should it be an employee in the su- 
perintendent's office? . 

Patriotism is one of those issues 
that divides people. Many believe 
for one to be truly patriotic, one 
must never speak ill of one’s country'. 
Others believe to be truly patriotic 
one must constantly question the in- 
tent, policies and goals of one’s coun- 
try to ensure the best result for the 
most people. Of course, this ignores 
~thc fact it • is every American’s^ ri gh t _ 
to be “unpatriotic,” if they so choose. 
The schools hardly can be allowed to 
take away that right. 

It also seems the teaching of one 
definition of patriotism, no matter 
who is defining the word, smacks of 
social engineering, which has come 
under attack in recent years. 

We believe patriotism should not 
be taught in sdiools, as it will only 
lead to rime-consuming - and waste- 
ful - arguments as factions attempt 


Hike in minimum wage 
sounds better than its impact

America cannot afford to raise its 
minimum wage. 

It’s a simple concept, really. 

Although the nation's sense of 
compassion suggests that raising the 
salaries of the poorest workers is the 
only way to maintain our status as 
the land of opportunity, even a 90- 
ceni raise would sacrifice the work- 
ing [>oor's chance at success. 

Employers are in competition for 
the unskilled work force. Fast-food 
restaurants, department stores and 
supermarkets- may. not. -want to pay 
the same salaries as larger corpora- 
tions. But they will pay what it takes 
to maintain a trustworthy, depend- 
able staff. 

If S4.2J* an hour will do it, that’s 
what managers will offer. If S5 an 
hour will hire a more enthusiastic, 
successful employee, most will make 
up the difference. — — 

But if legislation forces all busi- 
nesses to pay workers at least SS.15 
an hour, one thing is certain. 

Turn to the classifieds and you’re 
not going to find as many job open- 
ings. 

For most people, those entry-level 
opportunities aren’t among a list of 
career goals. But minimum-wage 
jobs are vital to establishing a track 
record as a good worker. To land a 
higher-paying job, you’ve got to have 


two things - experience and refer- 
ences. 

Pare down the proving grounds 
and unskilled workers may never 
get the chance to build a resume 
worth a second look 

And for those who really count on 
low-paying jobs tot-pay the rent, a 
higher minimum wage would be a 
budget-killer. 

Sure, higher numbers on the bank 
statement might look nice, but that 
increased cash flow carries a nasty 
undercurrent. 

A wage hike will force businesses 
to raise prices just to keep up with 
cost. - 

So even though your tax form 
might list you above the official 
poverty line, that minimum-wage in- 
come won’t have as much buying 
power. Not for the teen-ager saving 
for a car, and not for the single' 
mother trying to stay off welfare. 

It’s tough to swallow, the idea that 
a higher minimum wage might have 
a downside. But we’re so hooked on 
compassion that reason sometimes 
is ignored. r 

Feeling good about ourselves 
might be important, but it’s time for 
America to show some maturity. We 
don’t need to legislate what the mar- 
ket will take care of by itself. 

Maybe huffing about 90 cents an 
hour will feed the bloated egos of 
self-aggrandizing congressmen, but 
last rime we checked, rhetoric didn’t 
put food in the grocery basket. ' 
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to define patri otic behavior. 

A more important reason for not 
teaching patriotism in the schools is 
that, if it must be taught, it should 
be taught at home. 

Patriotism is one of those beliefs 
that should be instilled by the fami- 
ly, for each family has a different 
way of thinking. Sometimes, each 
family has several ways of thinking 
and the schools can hardly be ex- 
pected to teach “patriotism” - no . 
matter who is defining it - in a man- 
ner that will make all people happy. 
There is no sure-fire definition of pa- 
triotism. The schools, burdened with 
too much already, should not be 
asked to search for that iron-clad 
meaning. 

We believe it is the schools’ place 
to educate students so they develop 
the logic and reasoning that pro- 
vides them with the basis for ’defin- 
ing patriotism themselves. 

It is also the parents’ duty - and 
right - to teach patriotism in a man- 
ner they deem appropriate. Patrio- 
_tism, like, many issues,. including re- . 
ligion, is often felt much closer to 
the heart jhan a school text and 
state-mandated guidelines can ever 
hope to reach. 

The state will waste classroom 
time and money with such guide- 
lines. Selecting one, narrow defini- 
tion for the word is bound to ruin its 
meaning for some. And enforcing 
that definition removes parents 
even further from the education of 
their children.

This seems like harassment to me. In fact, 
the postal inspector is investigating this 
case because it is a federal offense to send 
hate mail. 

Last fall while collecting signatures for 
the bear initiative in front of the Qudliif ~ 


Post Office, a member of the opposition 
said to me, “You should be tarred and 
feathered and run out of town for this." It 
is interesting that this man lives approxi- 
mately a mile from one of the men who 
broke into our house. The other man is 
from Twin Falls.

Beef industry’ needs upgrade

And let’s also forget that the consumption 
of red meat is linked the cardiovascular 
disease as well as many types of cancer. 

But for a minute, let us concentrate on 
the fact that the beef industry’ is sloppy 
and antiquated. In today’s marketplace, 
there is no room for an industry such as 
this. We live in a world jvhere streamlined^ 
industries and technologies' are repbeing 
outdated and unneeded businesses every 
year for the betterment of our society. 

Why should the beef industry be exempt 
from this advancement? 

__Whilepur society -should not cave in to 
excessive environmental or economic pres- 
sure, we should make sure that there is a 
balance. 

The beef industry just flat requires too 
much of our much-needed natural resources 
to be economically feasible in our society. 
Nearly every year in this country’ there is 
some degree of drought, and wc arc forced 
to refrain from filling swimming pools, 
washing our cars or just wateringour yards. . 
But the beef industry requires approximate- 
ly 1,000 gallons of water for every pound of 
beef it produces. That,is enough water for 
an average household for two days. 

And os far as feed consumption, the beef 
industry is king. To produce one pound of 
beef, it requires eight to 11 pounds of grain 
as compared to three pounds for pork or 
225 pounds for poultry. That means for the 
amount of grain required for one pound of 
hamburger, you could have two pounds of 
chicken and about four loaves of bread. 


And what about its effect on the environ- 
ment? Hunters every year notice diminish- 
ing elk and deer herds. The beef industry 
would love for us to believe that this is due 
to overhunting or even cougar populations. 
Instead of the overgrazing of publicly 
owned Bureau of Land Management land 
that they abuse at a fraction of its econom- 
ic value. 

While I don’t by any means advocate 
outlawing beef production, I do advocate 
we as a society not supporting any industry 
that is wasteful and abuses our society’s re- 
sources, not to mention our health.

MOSCOW (AP) — The Justice 
Minister blamed Russian military 
officials Sunday for heavy losses in 
an ambush on a troop convoy in 
Chechnya last month and said they 
may be prosecuted:- 

Valentin Kovalyov’s criticism in 
an interview with Russian Public 
Television raised anew questions 
about the training and organiza- 
tion of Russian troops, who are bat- 
tling separatist guerrillas in the 
southern republic. 

Kovalyov headed a commission 
investigating the rebel ambush 
April 16, He said the final death 
toll from the attack was 73 service- 
men, with 52 wounded and three 
missing. Eight armored vehicles 
and 20 automobiles were 
destroyed. 

It was one of the costliest single 
.. incidents for the military in a war 


that has claimed an estimated 
30,000 lives, most of them civilians. 

According to the Interfax news 
agency, which summarized the 
interview Sunday, Kovalyov said 
there were no checkpoints on the 
road ahead of the convoy nor air 
and artillery cover. 

In addition, the regiment 
attacked appeared to contain 
many untrained and freshly 
deployed soldiers, he said. 

A similar accusation arose at the 
start of the war in December 1994 
when young Russian troops suf- 
fered heavy casualties against the 
outnumbered but well-armed 
rebels, who included many Soviet 
army veterans. 

Kovalyov said Sunday that an 
investigation has begun into 
“whether there was criminal negli- 
gence on the purl of responsible 


officials" in the April ambush. 

Meanwhile, clashes continued 
across Chechnya, and the sepa- 
ratists’ leader warned again that 
Boris Yeltsin’s safety could not be 
guaranteed if he visits Chechnya 
this month as planned. 

Zelimkhan Yandarbiyev told 
Azerbaijan's Turan news agency 
Sunday that he would view 
Yeltsin’s visit as a “violation of the 
border regime." 

Yeltsin, running for re-election 
in June, is anxious to end the 
drawn-out conflict in Chechnya. 

District officials in Urus-Manan 
said Sunday the refugee-packed 
town was strafed Saturday by- 
Russian helicopters for the third 
time this week. 

Some officials reported unspeci- 
fied damage and one civilian 
wounded. ■ — : 


U.S. businessman expelled from Russia 


MOSCOW <AP> — An American 
businessman was expelled from 
Russia for alleged espionage activi- 
ties, the country’s security agency 
said Sunday. 

The regional department of the 
Federal Security Service identified ' 
the businessman as Richard Dann 
Oppfelt, president of Seattle 
Medical Export Inc., the Interfax 
news agency said. 

Sergei Gorlenko, a spokesman 
for the FSB in Moscow, confirmed 
that-a Seattle businessman' was-, 
expelled from the Kamchatka 
- Peninsula in the Far East on 


Friday, but did not identify him by* 
name. 

He had been detained at the end 
of April by military- counterintelli- 
gence officers and the FSB, 
Russia’s counterintelligence and 
domestic security agency, in' tile 
city of Petropavlovsk-Kamchatsky, 
Gorlenko said. 

“He was engaged in actions that 
damage the interests of state secu- 
rity, or espionage, as we call it in 
Russian," he said. 

- Richard Hoagland, press attache 
at the U.S. Embassy in Moscow, 
said the embassy “has no informa- 


tion on this reported incident.” 

Company offices in Seattle, 
reached by telephone, were not 
staffed when the report came 
out Sunday, and company repre- 
sentatives were not available for 
comment. 

It was the first reported expul- 
sion of an American from Russia 
for allcg'ed espionage since 
February 1994, when Russia 
expelled U.S. Embassy coun- 
selor James L. Morris in 
response to Washington's-expul — 
sion of a Russian intelligence 
officer.

Freedom of travel within Bosnia 
is a tenet of the peace accord that 
ended the war, and the United

Equality with men has been easy for 
women to obtain in one area — causes of 
death. 

But until a few years ago, this might not 
haye been apparent" from reading the 
medical literature. Studies of heart dis- 
ease, by far the No. 1 killer of both women 
and men, almost always were conducted 
on men. For instance, a landmark study in 
the late 1980s found that taking an aspirin 
every other day reduced the chances of 
having a heart attack. 

Did it work in women? No one knew. 
Women weren't part of the study. 

That thinking has changed, and now 
—women are becoming one of the main tar*- 
gets of scientific investigation, especially 
for factors that lead to the thickening of 
arteries and other cardiovascular condi- 
tions. Most contributors to heart disease 
are the same for both sexesi but scientists 
are_finding_that cardiovuscular_ills_oftcn _ 
can take a somewhat different course in 
women than in men. * 

Factors such as how women carry extra 
weight, and how middle-aged women re- 
act to their bodies’ plummeting levels of 
estrogen, were discussed during a-meei— 
ing last month hosted by the American 
Heart Association. Scientists noted pro- 
found differences in the disease among 
women depending on patterns of weight 
gain. Investigators are also looking for 
changes in the heart and blood vessels 
that occur during and after menopause, 
when the risk of heart disease rises expo- , 
nentially, and better ways to protect wom- 
en before the dangers escalate.

Beware: Pimples may be winning the battle

Antibiotics have long been a favorite 
remedy to treat acne. Even adults and ado- 
. lescents with mild outbreaks are sometimes 
treated with tetracycline or erythromycin to 
quickly dear blemishes. 

But doctors may be forced to become 
stingier with antibiotics. Several recent 
studies show that acne-causing bacteria, 
Prvpiontbacurium acnes — or p. acncs — 
have developed strains that resist both topi- 
cal and oral antibiotics. 

This turn of events is not good news for 
the 17 million Americans who battle acne.- 

“By the year 2000. dermatologists world- 
wide may have few, if any, antimicrobial 
agents to rely on to treat their acne pa- 
tients," Dr. William J. Cunliffe told derma- 
tologists earlier this year in a national meet- 
ing. Cunliffe, of the University of Leeds in 
England, has conducted several studies an 
acne drugs. 

- -Antibiotic-resistance is a" major health' 
threat,' not just with acne. Generally, the 


problem is most threatening in hospital set- 
tings, where people are very sick with im- 
mune-weakening diseases and are more 
likely to be exposed to resistant strains. In 
these circumstances, antibiotic resistance 
“can even bea factor in death. - 

By comparison, antibiotic resistance to 
acne may seem to be a minor problem. 
However, acne can devastate the complex- 
ions and self-esteem of adolescents and 
adults and can leave scarring if left untreat- 
ed, according to a recent study sponsored 
by the Neutrogena Corp. Psychologist 
Thomas F. Cash, of Old Dominion Universi- 
ty, found that 42 percent of adult women 
who had severe acne in the post continued 
to have a negative body image. 

“Antibiotic resistance is a problem ocher 
areas of medicine hare seen. We are just 
not used to seeing it in acne," says Dr. Gary 
White, an assistant clinical professor at the 
University of California, San Diego. 

Oral antibiotics work quickly to suppress 
the growth of the bacteria and reduce the 
inflammation. The medications are typical- 


ly taken for several months. 

But, according to Dr. James Leyden, an 
authorin' on acne from the University of 
Pennsylvania, one out of four acne patients 
has some strains of p acnes that are resis- 
tant l o tetracycline,- erythromycin and elm - 
damvein — al! mainstay antibiotics that 
have been highly effective for treating 
acne. 

If a patient has a high number of resis- 
tant strains, the antibiotic treatment mav 
faiL 

“There are significant resistance rates 
such to the point that erythromycin has be- 
come less and less useful because it doesn't 
hare the effect it once did," White says.- 

Studics also show that some strains are 
resistant to tetracycline and doxycycline, he 
says. Moreover, some resistance may be 
cropping up against minocycline, the cur- 
rent favorite among doctors. 

Some dermatologists say antibiotic resis- 
tance is not a big problem — yet. 

“I haven’t seen a problem (with resis- 
tance) in our office- ret," says Dr. Lenore S. 


Kalrita, an assistant clinical professor at the 
University of California, Los Angeles, 
School of Medidne. “But acne is multi- 
faceted, so it is hard to say 'this antibiotic is 
working’ because of the other factors." 

For example, - she says, other treatments 
may be prescribed in addition to an antibi- 
otic, making it difficult to know which was 
most successful And sometimes the cause 
of the acne outbreak disappears. Patients' 
can improve without really knowing frhy. 
Kalrita SOS'S. 

Resistance is, thought to hare developed 
because patients don’t finish taking the en- 
tire prescribed dose, thus allowing the 
strongest bacteria to survive.- It can also- be — 
caused by very long courses of antibiotics' or 
the use of two or more antibiotics together 
or in quick succession. 

One strategy for dealing with resistance 
Is far doctors to avoid using antibiotics un- 
less absolutely necessary, such as when pus- 
tules form. For people with mild or moder- 
ate acne, doctors may first try topical reme- 
dies such as Retin-A or benzoyl peroxide.

Fed the brain 

Everyone knows that exercise is good for the body. 
Now there’s evidence that it’s good for the brain. Sev- 
eral researchers have found that older people who re- 
main physically active suffer little or no loss in memo- 
ry and other brain functions, compared to those who 
are relatively inactive. Studies with mice provide a 
possible explanation for this exercise-reined benefit. 
Mice who were exercised regularly on a treadmill 
had higher lex-els of a molecule called brain -derived 
neurotrophic factor (BDNF). This nerve growth factor 
helps nerve cells stay healthy- 

Men need hormones 

There’s new evidence that hormone replacement 
therapy for older men may help prevent heart di* 
ease. Output of sex-eral hormones declines in men 
as well as women with age. In men, levels of the 
male sex hormone DHEA, dehydroepiandros- 
terooe, declines more rapidly with the years than 
other sex hormones. A study of more than 1,700 
men at the New England Research Institutes has 
found that those with the lowest leveled DHEA 
were most likely to have heart disease, after other 
risk factors were taken into account. 

Old and dry 

If you’re an older person with an itch, you’re not 


alone. Dermatologists estimate that 30 percent to 
40 percent of people 70 and older suffer from pru- 
ritus, the medical term for itching. There can be a , 
number of causes. Living in an overheated house * 
can dry out the skin and cause itching. Overuse of 
soaps and detergents can cause itching by irritat- 
ing the skin. Poor venous circulation and infection 
with scabies are less likely causes. Almost always, 
pruritus can be managed by applying a moisturing 
lotion or petroleum to ihe'itchy area. After several 
days of application, the itching should subside. If it 
doesn’t, a physician, will look for underlying condi- 
tions that may be responsible. 

Protect your peepers

forget to wear a quality pair of sun glasse s. Pro- 
longed exposure to the sun can increase the,

Specialty cosmetics help camouflage skin disorders

DETROIT — It started as a spot 
on her right cheek when she was a 
little girl. - — — .- 

But in a few months, the tiny 
patch grew into white splotches on 
her dark face. 

Aldena Lockhart, 1 1 at the time, 
was disturbed. But her parents 
were horrified, she recalls. 

They sought medical advice from 
numerous doctors. She tried vari- 
ous cosmetics. Finally, when she 
was 14, one doctor told her parents 
that her condition, a pigmentation 
disorder called vitiligo, could not 
lie cured and that they’d be better 
off not making too mudi of it. “The 
best thing to do is to just let her 
grow up,” she sax's. 

Easier said than done. 

— _d. wax-very -shy,- Lockhart- says.- - 
“1 thought I had potential but I’d 
stay in the background.” 

But Lockhart of Detroit found a 
way to come out of her shell. She’s 
a spokeswoman for Dermabtend 
Corrective Cosmetics, a makeup 
line for people with vitiligo and 
many other skin imperfections. 

She sells the cosmetics line at 


Hudson's Eastland store and 
recently demonstrated how the 
products work at a Dearborn, 
. Mich., training seminar for health- 
-. care professionals and-othcr. cos- 
metics saleswomen. 

The mast widely available brand 
of camouflage cosmetics in the 
United States, Dermablend is 
designed for patients with birth 
defects, hereditary conditions, 
burns, medical problems and post- 
surgical skin defects. 

“Many doctors had never heard 
about us nine years ago” when 
Dermablend products were intro- 
duced, says Diane Rupas, a camou- 
flage makeup therapist who travels 
cross-country holding training sem- 
inars as the company’s director of 
paramedical training. “Now they 
thank us." 

• — Some doctors and cumoufluge 
makeup experts say that some cos- 
metic products don't adequately 
hide skin problems, particularly in 
women with dark and olive-toned 
skin. “In the past, the range of 
shades sometimes has not been 
adequate for African-American 
skin," says Detroit dermatologist 
Dr. Lorna Thomas, who also is 


African-American. 

She arid many Detroit area doc- 
tors refer patients to Jacqueline 
Woolf, a \Ves| Bloomfield, Mich.,

Woolf says some people need to 
blend as many as four or five colors 
to camouflage skin problems, a 
skill she says cari’t always be 
learned in a quick sitting at a 
department store. 

“They’ll spend S20 to 100, and 
the color is wrong ... or they won’t 
know how to set the makeup 
properly’’ so it won't come off on 
their clothes, Woolf says. .Women 
“can't do a good job using the 
materials unless an experienced 
person teaches them how to use 
them.” 

At a recent session in Dearborn, 
Rupas told more than 100 health- 
cure-professionnls-end cosmetic - 
salespeople how to apply the prod- 
ucts for maximum benefits. And 
she said the company soon wilt 
expand from II to 15 shades of 
facial cover cream and increase leg 
and body creams from seven 
shades to nine. 

She also told salespeople to take 
customers into natural light to get 


the best assessment of their skin 
tone. Artificial lighting in stores 
won’t do, she told the audience at 
her recent training seminar. 

Rupas-also gives a long list of 
conditions for which patients 
have sought her advice: AIDS- 
related skin cancers; cancer 
chemotherapy and radiation side 
effects; varicose veins; bums; tat- 
toos; acnc; lupus; psoriasis; facial 
discoloration during pregnancy*: 
and other problems. 

Because of_ its matte finish, the . 
makeup lasts much longer than 
ordinary cosmetics or heavier cam- 
ouflage products and doesn’t come 
off while swimming or exercising, 
says Rupas. 

She gives a range of tips to 
accommodate men, children "arid 
others sensitive about their skin 
problems, and she accommodates - 
their concerns by demonstrating 
the cosmetics in a dressing room 
rather than at a cosmetics counter. 
Because most stores have only one 
salesperson with training in the 
Dermablend line, she suggests that 
prospective buyers call ahead to be 
sure the right person will be avail- 
able.

Here’s some background and 
information to help clear away 
the muddle. 

First of all, you know that most 
companies will do almost any- 
thing to sell more of their prod- 
ucts. short of breaking the law. 
That’s what they’re in business 
for. 

An advertising campaign 
became a rowdy free-for-all with 
the Tylenol (acetaminophen) peo- 
ple pointing out problems with 
Advil (ibuprofen) and the Advil 
people doing the same with 
Tylenol. 

A full - p a gen ew spa jyer_pa ge 
appeared reproducing an angry 
letter from a patient. 

He regularly drank wine in the 
evening, took Tylenol, and ended 
up getting an emergency liver 
transplant. 

In addition, TV ads played up 
the alcohol warning on the 
Tylenol package. 

Of course, all this was paid for 
by the Advil folks who fell it was 
justified retaliation after the 
Tylenol folks ran ads warning 
that ibuprofen (e.g., Advil) can 
aggravate ulcers and interfere 
with blood pressure medications. 

In the heat of competition to 
out-do each other, the manufac- 
turers built advertising cam- 


paigns around the side effects of 
their competitor's products.

OTC pain relievers can cause 
problems in people who regularly 
drink alcohol. 

Taken with acetaminophen - 
(e.g., Tylenol), alcohol increases 
the risk of /damage to the liver. 
Taken with ibuprofen (e.g., 
Advil), alcohol increases the risk 
of damage to the stomach, such 
as ulcers and bleeding. 

So neither drug-alcohol combi- 
nation is without risk. 

Tylenol carries a warning label 
about alcohol and liver toxicity. 
Currently, Advil carries no warn- 
ing label about alcohol and 
increased risk of stomach dam- 
age. 

Other Advil-like products with 
_lhc.saintEala>hol risk arc Motrin, 
Nuprin. Aleve, Orudis and 
Actron. 

The FDA now requires an alco- 
hol warning before approval of 
any new OTC pain reliever. And 
the agency wants a warning label 
on all existing products. 

The warning would be; for peo- 
ple who regularly drink three or 
more drinks a day. 

That translates to over 8 mil- 
lion Americans. 

Experts don’t really know what 
the safe dose of a pain reliever is 
in chronic alcohol drinkers: 

A guideline is that if you drink 
regularly, don’t take more than 
one dose of a pain reliever a day 
without medical advice.

Poor muscle strength is only one 
factor in the risk of falls. 

The household environment — 
everything from polished floors to 
loose carpets — can increase the 
danger, as can chronic illnesses. But 
weak muscles can reduce the mobil- 


iry and balance that everyone necds_ 
to get around. 

Aerobic exercises such as run- 
ning, brisk walking and dancing arc 
good for the heart but not necessari- 
ly for strengthening the muscles 
needed for such simple things as ris- 
ing from a chair or walking up 
stairs. It’s those muscles that are 
important in the occurrence and 
- prevention of falls: 

Muscles are strengthened by 
exercises that work them against 
resistance, activities such as 
weightlifting and workouts, on 
Nautilus-type machines. 

Organized programs of physical 
therapy and strength training can 
produce significant increases in mus- 
cle strength in less than two months.

A transfer to minors by gift or will terminates when the minor reaches 
age 2t. The money, securities, or p«)(x<rty is then given to the beneficiary with 
no strings attached. 

The procedure works best where the gift or bequest is in a modest 
amount. It should not be used when* the minor's circumstances require an 
active support trust and sophisticated trustee discretion. Similarly, it is not 
advised when? there are substantial doubts 'about the beneficiary’s ability to 
manage the assets at age 2 1 .

Workplace smoking bans are an 
effective way to help employees kick 
the nicotine habit, a nationwide 
study of hospital workers suggests. 

Smokers employed by hospitals, 
where smoking is usually* forbidden, 
are significantly more likely to quit 
smoking than comparable workers 
who rely on other smoking-cessa- 
tion techniques, such as nicotine 
patches, counseling sessions or sup- 
port groups, the study found. The 
group that accredits most of the. 
“nation’s hospitals" reqiiired them to 
go smoke-free by the end of 1993, 
but many hospitals banned smoking 
before that. The study compared 
1.469 randomly seleaed workers at 
26 accredited hospitals in 21 states 
with 920 people employed in work- 
places without smoke-free policies 
in the same communities. 

One year after the hospital smok- 
ing bans took effea. the quit rate 
was 7 percent among the hospital 
workers, compared with 4 percent 
among the non-hospital workers.

Woman says police violated civil rights

TWIN FALLS - A 33-year-old Twin 
Falls woman says her civil rights were 
violated when a policy officer sprayed 
her with pepper spray then threw her 
on the ground to hand cuff her without 
saying she was being arrested. 

But Jeff Ames, who is no longer with 
the city police department, said in a 
police report that he was tTying to pre- 
vent Cari Beckley from leaving the 
— scene of a domestic argument. Beckley 
kicked him in the chest, and when he 
told Beckley she was under arrest for 
battery of an officer, she kicked him 
again, his police report says. 


""When I saw his report, I was totally 
blown away because it wasn’t true, most 
of it,” said Beckley, adding that she had 
braced her foot against Ames’ chest 
— because she was scared: - 


department and five other police 
department employees in 5th District 
Court. 

Beckley’s lawsuit asks for 550,000 for 
the physical and emotional abuse 
Beckley says she received from Ames - 
which includes the filing of a false 
police report - and for having her civil 
rights violated. The lawsuit also is ask- 
ing for 550,000 for her now 3-vear-old 
daughter, Randi Jo Beckley, who was in 
the vehicle's back seat with a friend and 
got some pepper spray on her. 

City Attorney Fritz Wonderlich said 
the lawsuit has no merit. ' 

“From my understanding, from the 
information of the officer, it's not true,” 
Wonderlich said. 


Because people were watching them. 
Cari Beckley said she and her husband 
each got in their vehicles and drove 
away. Ames found them at Locust 
Street South and Kimberly Road in The 
Pocket’s parking lot. . 

And it’s here that Beckley’s and 
Ames’ stories differ. 

Beddey said site got out of her vehi- 
cle, and when AmeS told her to get back 
into the car. she did. Then Ames told 
her to get out again, and she swore at 
him out of confusion, she said. 

“I definitely wasn't floeing.” said 
Beckley. adding Ames should have been 
able to handle the situation instead of 
creating a worse one. 


Now, more than five months after 
charges of resisting an officer and bat- 
tery of an officer against her were 
dropped, Beckley has filed civil lawsuit 
against Ames, the city, the police 


The Timcs-.\eu-.< was unable to locate 
Ames for comment. Wonderlich said 
Ames was not asked to leave the police 
department, and as fur as he knows,

On the night of July. 20. 1995, Ames 
responded to a disturbance complaint 
about Beckley and her husband, Carl 
Beckley. arguing in the 1800 block of 
Highland Avenue East.

told both Buckleys to stay where they 
were. Cari Beckley jumped in her vehi- 
cle and tried to leave; another officer 
stopped her from le aving and told her _ 
to park her vehicle. 

She did park her vehicle, the report 
says, and Beckley got out and started , 
yelling again. 

"I started toward her to calm her 
down, and she ran back to her vehicle 


as if she was ag'ain going to leave,” 
Ames’ report says. “I ordered her to 
stay out of her vehicle, hut she Refused. 

“I grabbed the door and she tried to 
dose it, and Hokl hey to get out of her 
vehide, because 'Ll felt she was going to 
-try to leave again. 

There are no disputes about Ames 
spraying Beckley or that he brought her 
to the ground. 

The lawsuit also says Ames pushed , 
her into a patrol car and “used extreme 
and offensive expletives” about her and 
her character. 

Wonderlich said charges against 
Beckley were dropped in November 
because he wasn't sure what purrxis« 



pursuing the matter would serve: 
Beckley had no prior record, she want- 
ed a jury' trial, and Ames wasn’t 
injured,

Beckley said her daughter. Randi Jo, 
now is afraid of police officers.

Campfires ore still being kindled 
in New Mexico’s forests, despite 
restrictions meant to protect tinder- 
dry fives from burning to blackened 
skeletons and ash. 

“It’s still just explosive condi- 
tions," said Kim Thomas, a U.S. 
.Forest Service initial attack dis- 
patcher stationed at the Gila 
National Forest in southwestern 
New Mexico. 

A campfire was reported Saturday 
night in the dry Gila, she said. 

. “1 think somebody drove by very 
slowly and they put it out arid left 
the area quickly. An engine crew 
checked it. The coal bed was still 
there," Thomas said Sunday. 

■. And in northern New Mexico’s 
; Carson National Forest, someone lit 
;a campfire in Hondo Canyon last 
Wednesday just southeast of where 
firefighters Were battling the 7,651- 
lacre Hondo Fire. 

“It is critical that everyone in 
northern New Mexico understand

No wildfires were reporting burn- 
ing law Sunday morning in the state, 
said Mike Fitzpatrick, an intelli- 


gence officer at the center. 

“It’s quiet. One of my colleagues 
here said the fires were taking a sies- 
ta," he said. 

"The situation has actually been 
very stable all week long, ever 
since the Hondo Fire broke out 
this time last week." Fitzpatrick 
said Sunday. 

“That’s really been the only signif- 
' icant fire we Ye had over 100 acres. 
We’ve had other fires, but they’ve all 
been caught on initial attack," he 
--said. ; ~ 

“WeYe got a ton of suppression 
resources in this area now, in the 
Southwest. Wc have 20 or so retar- 
• dam aircraft down here," Fitzpatrick 
said. 

When a fire breaks out, “we roll 
two or three ships on it and just slam 
it," he said. 

The wind-driven Hondo Fire, 
which stoned from a crash fire May 
5, raced through an area north of 
Taos, burning 32 buildings, including 
18 homes in La Lama, and threaten- 
ing Quests and Red River. 

Before it was declared contained 
Friday, it forced the evacuations of 
1,000 people. The cost of fighting the 
fire Os of Saturday: S2S2 million.

He’s one of those guys that hb life 
on the field and oft the field were exam- 
ples to all of us." 

The Chargers didn’t know what the Cul- 
vers were doing in Miami, where the flight 
originated.

KENNESAW, Ga. (AP) - Lance 
Armstrong rode into the record 
books of America's biggest cy- 
cling race. 

He became the Tour DuPont’s 
— first-repeat -winner- Sunday, lead- 
ing the race for the final 11 days. 

"The second week of the race 
was very hard,” Armstrong said. 
“It was more like a job than a 
passion. But it is my job.” 

He captured the 12th and final 
leg, a windy time trial, his record 
fifth stage victory in the race that 
began Mayh 

Pascal Herve of France was 
second, 3 minutes, 15 seconds be- 
hind. 

Tony Kominger of Switzerland, 
the world’s No. 2-ranked cyclist, 
was third, 5:38 behind, in the 
eighth edition of the race. 

Armstrong, the 1993 world 
road champion, has captured a 
record 10 stages in his six years 
in the race. 

He bettered the previous mark 
of four stage victories set by Eric 
Vanderaorden of Belgium in 1989 
when the race was called the 
Tour de Trump. 

Armstrong rode aggressively, 
although often surrounded by six 
Motorola teammates. 

“Actually, (he team was superi- 
or to me," he said. 

“But I’m glad it’s over, the last 
week half of the race was a job, 
and I wanted to go out like this." 

The 24-year-old rider from Austin, 
Texas, won the 9.1-mile Marieita-to- 
Kennesaw time trial Sunday in 
17:56.949 at an average speed of 
30.41 mph. He earned 535,000 for- 
the overall title. 

Herve began the final day trail- 
ing Armstrong by 1:58, but he fin- 
ished 11th in the time trial.

Imagemaker builds candidates 

Adman starts political character building from the ground up

PITTSBURGH — More than anything on this 
rainy afternoon, political consultant John Bra bender 
needs a silver bullet. His client, Iowa state Rep. 
Steve Grubbs, dreams of winning the GOP nomina- 
tion for the U.S. Senate. 

But a few things stand in his way: 

He’s a slow talker. He’s never had a job outside 
politics. He’s 31 but looks younger (his face is “chub- 
by," says one of Brabender's staffers). 

And no matter how often Bra bender looks at the 
notebook with Grubbs* advertising budget, the view 
is still dismal — Grubbs has at least three times less 
than the other two Republican candidates are likely 
to spend. 

It is one of the less triumphant days for Bra bender, 
39, a partner in the Pittsburgh-based political con- 
sulting firm BrabenderCox. 

AH across the country, men and women like 
Bra bender are trying to spin political straw into gold; 
for the young ones, the upstarts, life is an electoral 
roller coaster, and you’re only as good os your most 
recent race. 

Brabender is looking for the big idea that will 
make Grubbs a household name. The race is as much 
Brabender's as Grubbs’, because Brabender — a 
well-groomed adman with the political manners of a 
Rottweiler — is salivating at the chance to take on 
longtime U.S. Sen. Tom Harlan in the fall 

It would pit a brash young Republican against an 
older Democrat, a reprise of Brabender’s finest 
moment — U.S. Rep. Rick Santorum's narrow victo- 
ry over incumbent Harris Wofford for the U.S. 
Senate in 1994. 


One memorable 15-second spot featured a buzz- 
saw tearing through a huge stack of paper represent- 
ing government waste. It was followed up by a box- 
ing glove jabbing at the viewer as a narrator urged, 
“Join the fight! Santorum for Senate." 

“We’re not subtle,” Brabender says. "It’s in your 
face, and you're involved in it." 

Brabender also gives candidates ideas for news 
conferences, trains them to debate and even coaches 
their spouses in publicf speaking (“A good spouse 
these days is almost like a running mate,” he says). 

The firm began in 1982 as a direct -mail agency in 
Erie, a gritty Rust Belt City northwest of Pittsburgh, 
where Brabender touted home equity loans for 
banks and dabbled in political campaigns. 

Now, in his upscale offices on Pittsburgh’s South- 
Side, Brabender directs political operations. 
Corporate accounts remain half of the firm’s busi- 
ness, and it sh ows in the way candidates are pack- 
aged like products. 

Since the Santorum win, BrabenderCox has 
opened an office in Washington, D.C And the 48- 
employee firm is becoming one of the most sought- 
after media consultants in the country among 
Republicans, the only party it now represents. 

“I don’t know a reputable Republican where 
they’re not on the people-we’d-better talk-to’ list," 
said Maurice “Mossie" Murphy, a longtime 
Democratic consultant and political analyst- in 
Pittsburgh. 

Santorum’s victory in Pennsylvania made him the 
Senate’s yoyngest member and was especially sweet 
because Wofford had James Carville and Paul 
Begala — architects of President Clinton’s 1992 cam- 
paign — working on his side. For Begala, now work- 


ing in corporate public relations and teaching at the 
University of Texas, the loss still rankles. 

“They. ran a good race, in the sense of effective- 
ness,” he concedes curtly. But he calls Santorum a 
“one-hit wonder" and adds, “He came across to vot- 
ers, I think, as something of a punk. ... Again, look, 
he’s Senator Punk." 

Both sides agree that the turning point in the race 
came when Santorum, speaking to students in 
Philadelphia, suggested increasing the eligibility age 
for collecting Social Security to 70. 

When Wofford seized the issue, Brabender 
responded with a flurry of direct mail advertising, a 
tactic especially effective with senior dozens. 

• T he ads, including one_written from .the. point- uf 

. view of Sant arum's mother, said the comments were 
taken out of context and assured voters the age 
would not be raised immediately. 

“It was lu dicrou s. I mea n, everybody in this busi-__ 
ness at some point has to draw a line and say. This is 
something I won’t do,’ " Begala said. “He did say ir. 
and then he sent out hundreds of thousands of pieces 
of mail that denied it." 

Not all of Brabender’s campaigns win. And not 
all have the high profile of Santorum-Wofford. He 
struggled with Linda Dickerson, publisher of 
Pittsburgh’s Executive Report magazine; who ran 
for Allegheny County cummissioner last year and 
lost. 

Brabender blames the loss in part on 
Dickerson’s pledge to run a campaign devoid of 
negative ads. 

“It’s a lot easier to do a negative against some- 
body," he said. “I don’t have a real problem with 
negative campaigning if it is specific to the race ...
